The Loan Fund Board of Ireland submit this, their Seventieth Annual -Report, for 
presentation to both Houses of Parliament. 

The statements set out in Appendices 1 and 2 have been compiled from Abstracts 
furnished to the Board since 1st January, 1908, in connection with fifty-three 
Societies. 

The oapital, on 31st December, 1907, of these Societies was £92,850, and 
the circulation of this capital in 1907 amounted to £199,837. 

Several applications for the establishment of new Loan Fund Societies are under 
consideration by the Board. 

Under the Statute 63 & 64 Vic., c. 25, and 6 Edw. 7, c. 23, a considerable proportion 
of special arrears due to numerous Loan Fund Societies in the North of Ireland has 
been recovered. 

The necessity for the amendment of the General Statute 6 & 7 Vic., c. 91 
under which the Societies connected with the Loan Fund Board are certified is a 
subject to which the Board have frequently called attention in their Reports to 
Parliament. 

The statutable powers and the income of the Board remain inadequate to enable 
them to give proper supervision to the management ot the Societies which hold their 
Certificate. The Board desire to put upon record once again that, so long ago as 1855, 
a Select Committee of the House of Commons reported to this effect (No. 259, 1855). 

Since then the Board have repeatedly, but ineffectually, called attention to the 
urgency of this reform in Reports presented to Parliament. 
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SEVENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF LOAN FUND BOARD. 


The Board would also draw the particular attention of the Irish Government and 
Parliament to the serious diminution of their income, which is absolutely insufficient 
to enable them to perform the duties devolving upon them. It is felt, that this 
insufficiency should be made good by a grant from the Treasury. 

These matters are of very pressing importance, and the Board hope that they shall 
have the attention of the Irish Government without delay.
